At the conclusion of the address 
of the court in summing up the evidence and discharging the 
jyoung man, former Governor Budd, chief counsel for the de- 
jfense, congratulated the court on having performed 
its 
duty, 


i stating the action of the court would receive the approbation of 
the community. 


"If I had done otherwise," replied Judge Shortall, "I would 


have been untrue to the trust reposed in me." 


Young Denicke and his fatber were much affected at the dis- 


missal of the murder charge. They thanked Attorneys Budd and 
Ruef, who had conducted the defense and also thanked Prose- 
r.'.Lor Ward for the fair manner in which he had presented the 
facts to the court. 


In dismissing the case Judge' Shortall said: ^ 


DUTY OF COURT. 


Tt Is the duty, of this court to dismiss the charge against 


the defendant. The facts are that he was an authorized officer 
of the'law and that he was in the thickest of the fight in battling 
with the fire. He came across a man who was attempting to 
wrest a gun from a marine. He called on the man to desist and 
when the man ran he called three times for him to halt. 
The 


deceased did not heed the command, but continued to run. The 
defendant fired three times. The third time the deceased fell. 


"We all regret the taking of a human life and I am satisfied 


that there is no one in the community that regrets the occurrence 
more than the defendant. Yet such things will occur and in dis- 
missing the charge I think that it is proper that the defendant be 
commended for having done his duty."

Mr. Upton Sinclair, author of "The Jungle," says the develop- 


ment of labor-saving machinery is a menace to labor. The conten- 
tion is as old as industry. It has always been an obstruction to 
civilization, and is now reiterated in the face of the obvious fact 
that labor-savins: machinery has gnc-'i the vvorkingman the highest 
•wages, the lightest toil and the greatest measure of comfort he has 
ever enjoyed. 


The more primitive the tooK, the lower the wages, the more 


grinding the labor and the more ignorant and degraded the toiler. 
That is the unnersal law of industrial development. Edwin Mark- 
ham's man with the hoe was a worker who knew nothing of labor- 
saving mae'uinen. The perfection of labor-saving devices requires 
a greater degree of education, superior intelligence and a higher 
average of industrial training. The more the brain enters into me- 
chanical production, the lighter the physical toil and the larger the 
emolument of the laborer. 


Mr. Sinclair has not yet learned the fundamental truth that 


every conservation of energy is an economic saving. Labor is a 
form of energy. Whatever tends to increase its productive power 


tory administration, and he has really given the organization no 
icasonablc excise for the display of hostility against him. Besides, 
no one attempts to show that his official record is not highly cred- 
itable to the party as werl' as himself. 


If the people are left alone they will re-elect Governor Pardee

The first thinker of this type objected 
to packing corn on the back of an ass on the ground that the donkey 
took the bread out of three workmen's mouths, the idea being that 
if the ass was permitted to work the men who had hitherto done 
the packing would star\ e in idleness. 


The President for Lock Canal. 


The argument is so clearly m favor of a lock canal at Panama 


that it is not surprising to find the President determined to resist to 
the full extent of his official power the scheme to excavate the water- 
v/ay on the sea level. 


The arguments against a sea level, as presented by, Chairman 


Shonts, are that it will cost at least $150,000,000 more than a lock 
canal, consume several years more time, ctnd will not be so efficient 
as a lock canal when completed. Mr. Shonts says a sea level canal 
will be a narrcm, deep gorge between walls of stone, through which 
•will flow a steady current at the rate of two and six-tenths miles an 
hour, making navigation for large ships slow and dangerous. Once 
txcavated, it will be extremely costly and difficult to widen. 


Nobody has undertaken to controvert the statements of Chair- 


man Shonts, indeed, the advocates of a sea level waterway content 
themselves with discussing the matter from a general standpoint. 
However, they descant much on the danger to the health of the 
itthmus that will result from creating a large artificial lake at Colon. 
An artificial lake will have to be created at Bohio in any event, but 
the lake proposition does not touch the Shonts argument at any 
point. There is no merit in the earthquake objection to locks, since 
it has been shewn that the Isthmus of Panama has never been sub- 
ject, within the knowledge of Europeans, to seismic disturbances.

Springs, August Belmont, David R. Francis, Richard Olney and 
Pat McCarren, there does not seem to be a vacant seat left for 
William Randolph Hearst.

Bad Cooking Poor Economy. 


In criticizing the soup kitchens, the San Francisco Examiner 


says a good meal us>cd to be served at San Quentin for ten cents. 
For many years the cost of feeding the convicts at Folsom was less 
than ten cents a da>, and the food was clean, wholesome, well 
cooked and abundant. The diet was also varied. The average cost 
of a day's board at the officers' and guards' mess was less than thirty 
cents, and the fare much better than the average country hotel. 
Prices for food range higher now than they did then, but we doubt 
if the cost of feeding officers and convicti at Folsom has increased 
appreciably. It is always more expensive to serve dirty, ill-cooked 
•unappetizing \ictuals than it is to,serve food well cooked, savory 
and clean. Poor cooking and sloppy service entail an enormous 
waste, and for this waste there is no compensation in the San Fran- 
cisco soup kitchens. However, we have an impression that, the 
kitchens are run too much with the idea that anything is good enough 
for the refugees. That used to be the idea at the State prisons, but 
the lesson was finally learned that it \\as good policy to feed the 
prisoners well—they were more industrious and obedient, and the 
cost of maintaining them was less.

moval of Mrs E A. Wilson as principal 
of that school 
There was a petition 


of a yard or so m length containing- the 
names of Protestants presented to the 
board and a number of the energetic 
fathers of families In that nelghbor- 
hoome came to the meeting and de- 
manded to know why she had been re- 
moved. 
^ "While Mrs. Wilson's name has fig- 
ured prominently In Investigations as 
to her methods and manner of teach- 
ing, she evidently also has- the faculty 
of making good friends as well as bad 
enemies, and they registered a protest 
in no uncertain terms as to what they 
thought about the way In which the 
board had taken summary action in 
dismissing a. principal who they stated 
was doing the best work that had been 
done there In years. 


The matter of the protest came up 


under the reading of communications 
and a motion had already been made 
to have the hundred or so names "flled" 
when J H Mullon arose in the lobby 
and addressing the board, said- 


MULLON'S ADDRESS. 


"Gentlemen 
I have several chil- 


dren going to Mrs. Wilson's school and 
I am one of 'the signers of that petition. 
I would like to ask this board If the 
residents of a district have nothing 
to say in the management of a school 
In which they are directly Interested. 


"In the flrst place this school has 


been subjected to numerous and fre- 
quent changes In the few years just 
passtU. A new principal has been put 
In r-d.rge every year, to the great d«t- 
rimeat of our children. Then when 
you get a good principal, and one who 
Is dMng her work well, you dismiss 
her. 


"I am no personal friend 
of Mrs. 


Wilson, but my children think a great 
deal of her and It Is the children of the 
district who are the instigators of the 
petition we have presented here 
If It 


Is possible we should like to ask this 
board to restore Mrs Wilson to that 
position " 


CAPTAIN HATCH SPEAKS.

of this teacher, and I would like to ask 
Superintendent McClymonds what he 
thought of the way this school was be- 
ing conducted? Certainly we have nev- 
er made any protest and I don't know 
where the objection to 
this teacher 


came from. None of us were consult- 
ed about the matter and I am sure that 
I can get the names of ninety per 
cent of the parents who are sending 
their children to the school Jto sign 
this petition 
Then -where does the ob- 


jection come from9"

Superintendent McClymonds—In an- 


swer to Captain Hatch's question I 
whl tell him what I ha-\e said to this 
board that I believed that Mrs Wilson 
was doing good work and that the Pe- 
ralta school was being conducted bet- 
ter than it had been in years

Wilson has 'been under constant inves- 
tigation for a long time and that I was 
the one who made a motion to have 
her name dropped. 
Representing the 


residents of that district I took this 
action at the request of many people 
of that district.

Clift to furnish the names of some of 
these people. We have not heard of 
the objections he speaks of, nor do we 
know who the people are. 


A. C. Sanford—If the board will al- 


low me one moment I would like to say 
that there are possibly a dozen sore- 
head, wire-pulling politicians out there 
and that his teacher's dismissal was 
due to their action and to no one else. 


O. I. Roberts—I would like to say 


that I have five children going to that 
school and that they have made more 
progress and advancement in the past 
year than ever before and I 'would Ilka 
to ask this board to reinstate 
this 


teacher. 


Director Weed—I will state that I 


come from that district and I will say 
that I voted against Mrs. Wilson be- 
cause I believed It for the good of ths 
school department.

"If accurate observations of the smaller 


I shocks which have occurred after 
the 


great earthquake had been taken it would 


a simple matter to predict when the 


earth would again tremble under the 
city." said Professor Omori. the Japanese 
t-xpert, who is investigating the" effects 
of the earthquake in this city. "There Is 
a law which governs these smaller shocks 
just as positive as the law that governs 
the attraction of tv/o bodies. We ought 
to be able to predict the exact time of 
the occurrence of these smaller shocks if 
data and observations of the ones that 
have occurred could be gotten. The law 
that governs these smaller shocks Is the 
law of the hyperbola curve. 
It is the 
simplest thing in the world. Take two 
lines meeting each other at right angles 
and call them the axes. Space them off Into 
equal divisions. On one plot the number 
of shocks and on other time of the oc- 
currence of each shock. 
The resulting 
curve will be a hyperbola, and if produced 
| we ought to be able to prophesy with 
! reasonable certainty the occurrence of the 
' ! smaller shocks.

SMALL SHOCKS GOOD SIGN.

"It is well," continued Dr. Omori. "that 
' we are having these smaller shocks, as 
! that is a good sign that there will be no

He has spent the last 
week in investigating the damage done 
in the southern area covered by the 
temblor. He visited Inverness, Palo Alto. 
Stanford university and San Jose. 
Dr. 
Omorl refused to give out any statement 
about Stanford, but said that It was a 
regret that such buildings should have 
been destroyed. 
This week Dr. Omori 
will spend some of his time investigating 
the damage In the neighborhood of Mon- 
terey, and intends before he ends his 
labors to search every part of the field 
covered by the shocks. In tho meantime 
he will keep, in touch with his instrument

tremors of the earth.

Freight Yards.

Although there are thousands upon 


thousands of tons of freight at present 
stored away In the old and new ware- 
houses at the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany on Klrkham street and a goodly 
number of loaded cars coming to dally. 
those In charge of affairs hi the West 
Oakland freight yards have matters so 
well In hand that the heretofore con- 
gested condition Is practl<ally a thing 
of the past. 


While for a number of weeks after 


the recent disaster In San Francisco 
there was much confusion and delay In 
the 
handling of freight, plans have 


been so laid and sufficient force added 
to the company's pay-roll7 that at least 
eighty-five loaded cars are being dis- 
posed of dally. Sunday, usually an ott 
day In the yards, saw but little change 
In the condition which prevails during 
the week days. Forty-four car loads 
of merchandise were disposed of and 
during the week- It Is thought forces 
will be so Increased that 100 cars a 
day can be emptied of their freight 
which can then be distributed to the 
local merchants. 


New help Is being taken on every 
day and but few applying for work are 
turned away. In some cases the freight 
freight truckers work for but a week 
and then leave despite the fact that the 
standing scale of wages for trucking 
freight on this coast of 12.25 per day 
Is paid them.

In the 
mploy of the company from engineers 
down are at present obliged to labor 
iver time, yet no complaint Is heard 
and because of the fact all hands are 
working so harmoniously and to one 
end, no further trouble or complaining 
m the part of shippers Is anticipated. 
THROUGH MISUNDERSTANDING. 
For a short time yesterday after- 
loon business in the West Oakland 
Jrelght yards was brought to a. stand- 
still by refusal of the switchmen to go 
on with their work because their pay 
checks were not forthcoming. 
Work- 
was soon resumed, however, as Super- 
.ntendent W. R. Scott of the company, 
who made a hasty trip to the yards, as- 
nured the men that their pay would be 
forthcoming and that the delay was 
due entirely to some mistake In the of- 
fice of the paymaster. This put an end 
to the dissatisfaction.
